The  old  Empire  Spring —the  property  of 
the  Congress  Spring  Company — also  takes 
high  rank  among  the  visitors  as  a  medi¬ 
cinal  water,  aud  last  but  not  least  are  the 
marvelous  Geyser  and  Champion  spout¬ 
ing  springs,  situated  a  short  distance 
from  the  city.  Among  the  tonic  waters 
are  the  Vichy,  Hamilton.

Graut— by  reason  of  which  reminiscence 
very  many  Saratoga  visitors  are  attracted 
to  the  place,  making  it  as  popular  if  not 
as  hallowed  a  spot  as  Mount  Vernon. 

The  beautiful  Saratoga  Lake,  situated 
about  four  miles  from  the  village,,  has 
lost  none  of  its  old  attractiveness.

Tim  ueual 
array  of  beautiful  ami  attractive  women 
at  the  concerts  in  Congress  Park,  and  on 
the  spacious  piazzas  of  the  large  hotels, 
ghe  a  bright  coloring  to  the  picture,  the 
like  of  which,  as  a  cosmopolitan  “study‘r 
or  society  at  its  best,  is  incomparable.
